Pa„ Dec. 17.—Attorney 
General Carson has written

avoided. 


Mr. Carson wants to know how the 
maximum 
figures 
were fixed In the 
special capitol schedule for 1904. upon 
which John H. Sanderson, of Piiila- 
delphia, was given a blanket contract 
by the board of public buildings and 
grounds to furnish and equip the cap- 
itol; why certain articles were placed 
in the "special" instead of the "gen- 
eral" schedule, and why the "per-fnot" 
and "per-pound" rules 
of 
payment 
were adopted for the pa>Tncnt of fur- 
niture and electrical 
fixtures. 


Mr. 
Carson 
also 
asks 
Architect 
Huston to explain where the line was 
drawn between the work of the capi- 
tol building commission and the board 
of 
public 
grounds 
and 
buildings. 
Whether the Pennsylvania Construc- 
tion Company made its own plans for 
the metallic furniture, or whether Hus- 
ton made them, and what were the 
transactions and conversation between 
the architect and Sanderson.

Wilkes-Barre, Dec. 18.—A 
barrel 
containing the charred remains of a 
murdered woman 
was found 
near 
Stockton, 20 miles from here, by Pat­ 
rick O'Donnell, of Hazleton, who was 
driving along a lonely road* The bar­ 
rel was 30 yards ¿rom the road and 
was half covered 
with 
brush, 
but 
smoke arising from it attracted O'Don­ 
nell’s attention. 


Ho found the ends burned out and in 
it the charred remains of a woman. 
She had been apparently fully dressed 
when placed in the barrel; the clothes 
and body had then been saturated 
with oil and set on fire. 
The limbs 
were burned to a crisp, tho head was 
so charred that the features were un­ 
recognizable and of the clothing there 
renialned only 
the buttons, 
corset 
steels and ashes and there was noth­ 
ing left by which the police have yet 
been able to derive a clue to her iden­ 
tification. 


Tho spot where the body was found 
makes it evident that it was taken 
there in a wagon. Thero is no habita­ 
tion within some distance, the road is 
little traveled and the brush in the 
fipld where the body was placed is 
thick. 


The police believe that the woman 
was murdered in either Hazleton or 
Freehold, or some of the outlying set­ 
tlements; that her body was placed in 
a wagon and saturated with oil and 
then when it had been carried to tho 
field and partly hidden it waa set on 
fire. 


The only clue the police have Is the 
* bottom of the barrel 
on which 
the 
stenciling of the letters "Haney C” 
“and Co.” remains. This leads to the 
belief that the barrel was either ship­ 
ped from Mahanoy City to Haileton in 
the ordinary course of business or that 
the body was/^ent in the barrel from 
Mahanoy Citf to Hazleton. 
As no 
women are 
reported missing 
from 
Hazleton or the surrounding towns 
the theory is strengthened that the 
victim and the supposed murderer are 
not from those parts. 


County Detective Jones took a rec­ 
ord of all that he could find. He says 
the murdered woman was about 18 
years old, about 5 feet 6 inches in 
height, weighed about 115 pounds, had 
light hair, perfect teeth and wore a 
low shoe, size No. 3, and of a stylish 
make. 


County Detective Jones further said 
that it Is his opinion that tho body 
found is not that of a Hazleton wo­ 
man, but that the girl was murdered 
elsewhere, the body placed in a barrel, 
sent here and then burned. 
A post 
mortem examination revealed the fact 
that an axe or hatchet was used in 
chopping around the neck to enable 
the murderer to get the head Into tho 
barrel.

Dry 
spots oi’ blood were found in the bot­ 
tom of the barrel, but the physicians 
who examined the remains say they 
cannot tell whether the murder was of 
recent date.

Oat of the 305 gainful occupations 


enumerated by the census of the 
United States there are only eight 
in which women do not appear. In 
all the other 297 there are accredited 
representatives of the coming sex 
in numbers ranging from two to 600.- 
000. 


The eight occupations in which 


women do not appear fall into two 
classes. 


In the first of these classes the ab- 


sence of woman is due to the tyranny 
of man. 
There are no women sol- 


diers in the United States army. 
There are no women sailors in the 
United States navy. There are no 
women marines in that navy. And 
there are ao women firemen in the 
municipal fire departments of Ameri- 
can cities. All this is sumply because 
women have been ruled out. 
With 


different regulations there might be 
different results. In Sweden there is 
a fire department in which women 
are frequently enrolled. 
And the 


fighting done by women at the siege 
of Saragossa in Spain during the Na- 
poleonic wars has always stood as a 
spectacular and sufficient proof of 
feminine valor. 


In the remaining four of the eight 


womanless occupations in this coun- 
try the absence of women cannot be 
so readily explained away. 
It must 


be simply due to feminine neglect 
that at the time cf the last census 
there were no women apprentices 
and helpers to roofers and slaters, 
no women helpers to brassworkers, 
no women helpers to steam boiler 
makers, and no women street car 
drivers. The next census will prob- 
ably repair this defect. There is no 
reason why women should not en- 
ter these four trades. Already they 
can he found in trades which are 
similar but more difficult. Already 
there are women roofers and slaters, 
women brass workers and women 
steam boiler makers. It is hard to 
see why they shouldn't be helpers in 
these trades if they can be full 
fledged mechanics. And if, as is the 
case, there were two women motor- 
men in 1900, there is no reason why 
there should not be women street car 
drivers in 1910 in cities where horses 
are still used for local transporta- 
tion. 


Only four occupations, therefore, 


x are to-day beyond the reach of wom- 
'en in the United States. They can- 
not be Federal soldiers, Federal sail- 
ors, Federal marines or municipal 
firemen. Everywhere else they have 
knocked and they have been ad- 
mitted. 


The total number of women en- 


gaged in gainful occupations in 1900 
was 5,319,397. 
This was an enor- 


mous advance ov'er the number of 
women similarly employed in IS90. 
If the same rate of progress has been 
maintained since 1900 there cannot 
Be the slightest doubt that at the 
present time there are fully six mil- 
lion women at work in various trades 
and occupations in the United States 
of America. 


What this means it is impossible 


to realize until the total number of 
women in the United States is taken 
into consideration. 
In the year 1900 


there were some 25.000,000 Ameri- 
can women over ttn years of age. 
Many of these women were, of 
course, mere children. Many of them 
were so old as to be beyond the 
working age. Millions of them were 
engaged in the task of keeping house, 
of bringing up their children, of pro- 
viding homes for the present genera- 
tion and of laying the foundations 
of the character and of the culture 
of the future. In other words, they 
were discharging woman's historic 
mission. 
Yet with all these deduc- 


tions there were in the year 1900 
more than 5,300,000 women who 
were engaged not only in spending 
money but in earning it; not only in 
managing the expenditure of wealth, 
which is "the acknowledged function 
of woman, but in creating it, which is 
supposed to be the duty of man. 


In other words, in the year 1900 


out of every five American women 
over ten years of age there was one 
who was going outside of her family 
duties and who was taking part in 
the gainful work of the working 
world. 


Just about 1.000,000 of America's 


5,300,000 gainful women in 1900 
were engaged in what the census 
calls agricultural pursuits. Among 
these 1,000,000 women agriculturists 
there were 665,791 farm laborers and 
397.7SS farmers, planters and over- 
seers. There were also 100 women 
lumbermen and raftsmen and 
women \voodchoppers. 


Engineering is properly regarded 


MM the most difficult profession for 
women. 
The engineer has to do 


rough work in educating himself and 
he has to do still rougher work when 
he begins to practice. Nevertheless, 
in 1900 there were forty women civil 
engineers, thirty women mechanical 
and electrical engineers and three 
women mining engineers. 


Incidentally, there were fourteen 


women veterinary surgeons. 


And women should not forget that 


modern library science, with its in- 
tricate technique, is providing them 
with a new and expanding field of 
professional effort. 
In 1900 there 


were 3125 women librarians in the 
United States. 


There were also 20SG women sa- 


loon keepers and 440 women bar- 
tenders. 


Coming down from the professions 


of cataloguing books and of micing 
drinks it is observable in a perusal 
of the census statistics that a man 
who wanted a new residence might 
conceivably have all the work done 
by the women who have gone into 
the mechanical trades. In 1900, be- 
sides the 100 women aehitects, who 
come more properly under the pro- 
fessions, then- were 150 women 
builders 
and contractors 
in 
the 


United States, 1UT women masons, 
545 women carpenters, forty-five wo- 
men plasterers, 175s women painters, 
glaziers and varnishers, 126 women 
plumbers, 241 women paperhangers 
and two women slaters and roofers. 
A complete structure in honor of the 
sex might be erected by these repre- 
sentatives of its modern ingenuity 
and activity. 


The most notable advance made by 


women in the decade from 1890 to 
1SOO was in stenography. 
In 1890 


there were 21,270 stenographers and 
typewriters. In 1900 there were 86,- 
118. This was an increase of more 
than 300 per cent. 


The only occupations in which wo- 


men are going backward compared 
with men are those in which they 
might be expected to go forward, 
namely, sewing, tailoring and dress- 
making. 
There were fewer seam- 


stresses, tailoresses and dressmakers 
In proportion to the number of men 
in these occupations in 1900 than 
there were in 1S90. Work with the 
needle seems to be becoming too 
feminine for women. 


On the whole, however, the In- 


crease in the number of women in 
the trade and industry of America is 
not only satisfactory but more than 
satisfactory. 
It is alarming. While 


in 1890 there were 5,300,000 such 
women, in 1908 there were only 
about 4,000,000. 
The number of 


women at work increased 
thirty- 


three per cent, during the decade 
from 1S90 to 1900. In that same 
period the total number of women 
in the United States increased only 
twenty-two per cent. In other words, 
the number of women at work in- 
creased half again as fast as the total 
number of all the women in the coun- 
try. Roughly speaking, it may be said 
that while in 1890 one woman in ev- 
ery six went to work in 1900 the 
proportion had increased to one in 
every five.

CUCKOOS AXD COWBIRDS. 


A Bud Ix>t—Other Birds Are Driven 


to Desperate Measures by Them. 
With all its vagabond ways the 


cowbird is scarcely as bad as the 
English cuckoo. It has all the sins 
of the cowbird. to which is added the 
worse one of turning the legitimate 
birdlings out of their nest. 


It begins as soon as it is out of its 


shell, and never gives up till all have 
been thrown over the edge of the 
nest. The strange thing about it is 
that the parent birds care so faith- 
fully for the selfish intruder, be It 
cuckoo or cowbird. 


The presence of a young cowbird 


in a nest usually means that the 
smaller birds are either smothered or 
starved to death on account of its 
bulky body in the tiny nest and its 
voracious appetite. 


Some little birds, notably the yel- 


low warbler, are wise enough to rec- 
ognize the strange egg. and to build 
a second story to their nest, thus 
shutting 
it 
away 
from 
warmth 


enough to hatch it. Sometimes, says 
a writer in Good Health, they even 
build a third story to cover up an 
egg that has been deposited in the 
second story. But enough birds are 
duped and Imposed upon annually 


113 j so that the cowbirds hold their own 


in numbers with other birds. 


It is a pleasure to ride over our 


town since we changed the money 
system 
of 
road maintenance and 


building. We are on the third year, 
and the changed condition of roads 
and small bridges is marvelous. The 
town owns a stone crusher, bins, 
traction engine, dump wagons, etc. 


The first work of the season is giv- 


en over to smoothing the dire roads, 
picking up loose stone and repairing 
small bridges. 
After this the com- 


missioner unites what was formerly 
two gangs and begins stone crushing 
and permanent work. 


Small bridges of eight to sixteen 


feet span have been built of iron I- 
beams and cement. When necessary 
new foundation v.alls are put up, and 
the concrete filling is put on between 
the beams, making a permanent 
bridge. 
Later, no doubt, 
small 


sluices will be made in the same 
manner. We have plenty of stone in 
walls and heaps for perhaps two or 
three years. Farmers, as a rule, as- 
sist the commissioner in making an 
easy road for these field stones. Oc- 
casionally pay is demanded, which is 
refused. 


An effort was put forth one year 


ago to defeat a painstaking, hard 
working, conscientious commissioner 
for reasons patented for the occasion, 
but those most deeply interested in 
our road improvement were able to 
sustain the commissioner, and he 
was re-elected by over 100 majority. 
If we can succeed in divorcing the 
office from politics a point will have 
scored. 


I hope the time is not far distant 


when officials who act in any techni- 
cal or special capacity will be elected 
without regard to party emblem. 
Would we not make headway faster 
if all road officers were under Civil 
Service? Has any one suggested this 
before? 
Why not make it competi- 


tive and permit merit to win? The 
fact of the matter is that our system 
and policy in the past have not de- 
veloped many very valuable road ex- 
perts. 


A bill was introduced into oar 


State Legislature at the 1904-'05 ses- 
sion to permit the State University 
to give a short course in road science 
and practice, but the Governor vetoed 
It. Road interests — and that means 
every one — should see to it that a 
similar bill is again brought forward. 
I firmly believe in State road building 
and the educative force of a strong 
arm. 
At the same time, localities 


that remain idle, awaiting the State 
road, will haul through the mud for 
a long time. 


Former Mayor Blodget, of Worces- 


ter, Mass. — who, by the way, is a na- 
tive of our town, and is now stopping 
here — is the president of a company 
holding patents on methods of con- 
structing 
concrete 
roadbeds. The 


scheme, which is being worked in cit- 
ies only, has, according to his state- 
ments, great possibilities for country 
road construction. 
A fifteen-foot 


width can be put down for about 
$8000 a mile. This compares favor- 
ably with macadam, and would, of 
course, be durable. 


Macadam roads are suffering fear- 


fully under automobile travel, under 
all kinds of gear. Interurban traffic 
is made heavier when these roads are 
put down, and so they break under 
it. We must have something better 
than macadam for hard wear. 


Recently I passed over a twenty- 


mile road running out of Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
whicn 
was being laid with 


brick. Maybe we are near the era of 
concrete roads, as we are in the era 
of 
concrete buildings. Considera- 


tions of permanency are fast being 
engrafted upon our activities and in- 
stitutions. — H. E. Cook, Denmark, N. 
Y., in the New York Tribune Farmer.

Johnston, Division Engineer and Sec- 
retary A. B. Fletcher, of the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commission, and 
made the journey in three White 
Steamers, driven by R. G. Glover, A.

to 
Greenfield, where they

The most consider- 
able stand of the wood remaining 
east of the Mississippi River is en the 
upper waters of the Guyandotte River 
in West Virginia. The home demand 
for black walnut lumber is only for 
comparatively small quantities. 
Its 


use is largely confined to gun stocks, 
novelties, electrical vork, etc. The 
chief demand for walnut comes from 
Germany, and Hamburg is the com- 
mercial centre of the market.—The 
Southwest.

Out Of the 305 gainful occupations 
enumerated 
by the census of 
the 
Vnited States there are only eight 
in which women do not appear. 
In 
all the other 297 there are accredited 
representatives 
of the coming sex 
in numbers ranging from two to 600,- 
000. 


The eight occupations In 
which 
women do not appear fall into two 
classes. 


In the first of these classes the ab- 
sence of woman is due to the tyranny 
of man. 
There are no women sol- 
diers in the United 
States 
army. 
There are no women sailors in the 
United States navy. 
There are no 
women marines in that navy. 
And 
there are no women firemen in the 
municipal fire departments of Ameri- 
can cities. All this is sumply because 
women have been ruled out. 
With 
different regulations there might be 
different results. 
In Sweden there is 
a fire department in which women 
are frequently enrolled. 
And 
the 
fighting 
done by women at the siege 
of Saragossa In Spain during the Na- 
poleonic wars has always stood as a 
spectacular and sufilcient proof of 
feminine valor. 


In the remaining four ot the eight 
womanless occupations In this coun- 
try the absence of women cannot be 
so readily explained away. 
It must 
be simply duo to feminine neglect 
that at the time of the last census 
there were no women 
apprentices 
and helpers to roofers and slaters, 
no women helpers to brassworkers, 
no women helpers to steam boiler 
makers, and no women street 
car 
drivers. 
The next census will prob- 
ably repair this defect. 
There Is no 
reason why women should not en- 
ter these four trades. 
Already they 
can be found In trades which are 
similar but more dlflicult. 
Already 
there are women roofers and slaters, 
women brass workers and 
women 
steam boiler makers. 
It Is hard to 
see why they shouldn't be helpers in 
these 
trades 
If they 
can 
be full 
fledged mechanics. 
And If, as is the 
case, there were two women motor- 
men In 1900, there is no reason why 
there should not be women street car 
drivers in 1910 In cities where horses 
are still used for local transporta- 
tion. 


Only four occupations, therefore, 
^ are to-day beyond the reach of wom- 
en in the United States. 
They can- 
not be Federal soldiers. Federal sail- 
ors, Federal marines or 
municipal 
firemen. 
Everywhere else they have 
knocked 
and 
they have been 
ad- 
mitted. 


The total number of women en- 
gaged In gainful occupations in 1900 
was 5,319,397. 
This was an enor- 
mous advance o w r the number of 
women similarly employed In 1890. 
If the same rate of progress has been 
maintained since 19 00 there cannot 
be the slightest doubt that at the 
present time there are fully six mil- 
lion women at work in various trades 
and occupations in the United States 
of America. 


What this means It is impossible 
to realize until the total number of 
\vomen in the United States is taken 
into consideration. 
In the year 1900 
there were some 28,000,000 Ameri- 
can women over ttn years of age. 
Many 
of 
these 
Avomen 
were, 
of 
course, mere children. 
Many of them 
were so old as to be beyond 
the 
working age. 
Millions of them were 
engaged in the task of keeping house, 
of bringing up their children, of pro- 
viding homes for the present genera- 
tion and of laying the foundations 
of the character and of the culture 
of the future. 
In other words, they 


were discharging woman's 
historic 
mission. 
Yet with all these deduc- 
tions there were in the year 
1900 
more than 
5,300,000 
women 
who 
were engaged not only In spending 
money but in earning it; not only in 
managing.the expenditurje of wealth, 
M'hich is the acknowledged function 
of woman, but in creating it, which is 
supposed to be the duty of man. 


In other words, In the year 1900 
out of every five American women 
over ten years of age there was one 
who was going outside of her family 
duties and who was taking part In 
the gainful work 
of 
the 
working 
world. 


Just about 1,000,000 of America'» 
5,300,000 gainful women In 
1900 
were engaged Jn what the 
census 
calls agricultural pursuits. 
Among 
these 1,000,000 women agrlculturlstg 
there were 0(55,791 farm laborers and 
397,788 farmers, planters and over- 
seers. 
There were also 100 women 
lumbermen and raftsmen and 
113 
women woodchoppers. 


in the professions women are ac- 
cepted more as a matter of course 
than they are in agricultural 
pur- 
suits. 
And among all the professions 
that of teaching is the most thor- 
oughly feminized. 
It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, to Jearn that in the 
United States in 1900 there 
were 
more than 325,000 teachers. 
It is 
decidedly 
surprising, 
however, 
to 
wake up to the fact that there were 
only 0418 actresses, 
it is clear that 
ii takes about 1000 teachers to make 
aH much stir and get as much space 
jn the newspapers as one stage lady. 
And who would suppose from the 
relative'amounts of comment made 
upon actresses and women clergymen 
that the latter are more than half ag 
numerous as the former? 
Yet there 
were 3405 women clergymen jn the 
United States Jn 1900 and they were 
itctlvely engaged in the religloug Ilf« 
pt maay different denominstlou. 


Engineering is properly regarded 
as the most difiicult professibn for 
women. 
The engineer 
has to 
do 
rough work in educating himself and 
he has to do still rougher work when 
he begins to practice. 
Nevertheless, 
in 1900 there were forty women civil 
engineers, thirty women mechanical 
and electrical engineers and 
three 
women mining engineers. 


Incidentally, there were fourteen 
women veterinary surgeons. 


And women should not forget that 
modern library science, with its in- 
tricate technique, la providing them 
with a new and expanding field of 
professional effort. 
In 1900 
there 
were 3125 women librarians in the 
United States. 


There were also 2086 women sa- 
loon keepers and 440 women bar- 
tenders. 


Coming down from the professions 
of cataloguing books and of mining 
drinks it Is observable in a perusal 
of the census statistics that a man 
who wanted a new residence might 
conceivably have all the work done 
by the women who have gone into 
the mechanical trades. 
In 1900, be- 
sides the 100 women achitects, who 
come more pro^^^erly under the pro- 
fessions, 
theru 
were 
150 
women 
builders 
and 
contractors 
in 
the 
United States, 1C7 women 
masons, 
545 women carpenters, forty-five wo- 
men plasterers, 1751» women painters, 
glaziers and varnishers, 126 women 
plumbers, 241 Avomen paperhangers 
and two women slaters and roofers. 
A complete structure in honor of the 
sex might be erected by these repi'e- 
sentatives of its modern 
ingenuity 
and activity. 


The most notable advance made by 
women In the decade from 1890 to 
1900 was in stenography. 
In 1890 
there were 21,270 stenographers and 
typewriters. 
In 1900 there were 86,- 
118. 
This was an increase of more 
than 300 per cent. 


The only occupations in which wo- 
men are going backward 
compared 
with men are those in which they 
might be expected to go forward, 
namely, sewing, tailoring and dress- 
making. 
There were fewer seam- 
stresses, talloresses and dressmakers 
in proportion to the number of men 
In these occupations in 1900 
than 
there were in 1890. 
Work with the 
needle seems to be becoming 
too 
feminine for women. 
i 


On the whole, however, the in- 
crease in the number of women in 
the trade and industry of America is 
not only satisfactory but more than 
satisfactor3'. 
It is alarming. 
While 
in 1890 there were 5,300,000 such 
women, in 
1908 there were 
only 
about 4,000,000. 
The number 
of 
women 
at 
work 
Increased 
thirty- 
three per cent, during the 
decade 
from 1890 to 1900. 
In that same 
period the total number of women 
in the United States increased only 
twenty-two per cent. In other words, 
the number of women at work in- 
creased half again as fast as the total 
number of all the women In the coun- 
try. Roughly speaking, it may be said 
that while in 1890 one woman in ev- 
ery six went to work in 1900 the 
proportion had increased to one in 
every five. 


Country Road Ihiilding. 


It is a pleasure to ride over our 
town since we changed the money 
system 
of 
road maintenance and 
building. 
We are on the third year, 
and the changed condition of roads 
and small bridges is marvelous. 
The 
town 
owns 
a stone crusher, bins, 
traction engine, dump wagons, etc. 


The first work of the season is giv- 
en over to smoothing the dirt roads, 
picking up loose stone and repairing 
small bridges. 
After this the com- 
missioner unites what was formerly 
two gangs and begins stone crushing 
and permanent work. 


Small bridges of IMght to sixteen 
feet span have been built of iron I- 
beams and cement. 
When necessary 
new foundation walls are put up, and 
the concrete filling is put on between 
the 
beams, 
making 
a 
permanent 
bridge. 
Later, 
no 
doubt, 
small 
sluices will be made In the 
same 
manner. 
We have plenty of stone in 
walls and heaps for perhaps two or 
three years. 
Farmers, as a rule, as- 
sist the commissioner In making an 
easy road for these field stones. 
Oc- 
casionally pay is demanded, which Is 
refused. 


An effort was put forth one year 
ago 
to 
defeat a painstaking, hard 
working, conscientious commissioner 
for reasons patented for the occasion, 
but those most deeply interested in 
our road improvement were able to 
sustain the commissioner, 
and he 
was re-elected by over 100 majority. 
If we can succeed in divorcing the 
qfllce from politics a point will have 
scored. 


I hope the time is not far distant 
when ofliclals who act In any techni- 
cal or special capacity will be elected 
without 
regard 
to party 
emblem. 
Would we not make headway faster 
if all road oflicers Avere under Civil 
Service? 
Has any one suggested this 
before? 
Why not make it competi- 
tive and permit merit to win? 
The 
fact of the matter is that our system 
and policy In the past have not de- 
veloped many very valuable road ex- 
perts. 


A bill was introduced 
into 
our 
State Legislature at the 1904-'05 ses- 
sion to permit the State University 
to give a short course in road science 
and practice, but the Governor vetoed 
it. 
Road interests—and that means 
every one—should see to it that a

CUCKOOS AXD COWBIKDS. 


A Bad Lot—Other Birds Are Driven 
to Despex'ate ^It'asures by Them. 
With all its vagabond ways the 
cowblrd is scarcely as bad as the 
English cuckoo. 
It has all the sins 


of the cowblrd, to Avhich is added the 
worse one of turning the legitimate 
blrdlings out of their nest. 


It begins as soon as it is out of its 
shell, and never gives up till all have 
been thi *own over the edge of the 
nest. 
The strange thing about It is 
that the parent birds care so faith- 
fully for the selfish intruder, be It 
cuckoo or cowblrd. 


The presence of a young cowblrd 
in a nest usually means that 
the 
smaller birds are either smothered or 
starved to death on account of Its 
bulky body In the tiny nest and its 
voracious appetite. 


Some little birds, notably the yel- 
low warbler, are wise enough to rec- 
ognize the strange egg, and to build 
a second story to their nest, thus 
shutting 
it 
away 
from 
warmth 
enough to hatch it, 
Sometimes, says 
a writer In Good Health, they even 
build a third story to cover up an 
egg that has been deposited in the 
second story. 
But enough birds are 
duped and Imposed upon 
annually 
so that the cowbirds hold their own 
in numbers with other birds.

E, McClintock, Harold Parker, J. A, 
Johnston, Division Engineer and Sec- 
retary A, B, Fletcher, of the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commission, and 
made 
the 
journey In three White 
Steamers, driven by R. G, Glover, A. 
K, Miller and O, H. Lufkln. 
The 
party started from Worcester 
and 
went to Springfield, rode over Mount 
Tom 
and 
went through 
Chicopee, 
Northampton and other intervening 
towns 
to 
Greenfield, where they 
spent the night. 
The next day they 
rode through Tur ners Falls, Orange, 
Gardner, Westminster to Fitchburg, 
where they 
stopped 
for 
luncheon. 
They then drove to Boston through 
Groton, Concord and Arlington. They 
covered more than 230 miles during 
the two days, and all of the journey 
except about twenty miles was made 
over roads built by the Massachu- 
setts Highway Commission.

Out of the 305 gainful occupations 
enumerated by the census of the 
United States there are only eight 
in which women do not appear. 
In 
all the other 297 there are accredited 
representatives of the coming sex 
in numbers ranging from two to 600,- 
000. 


The eight occupations in which 
women do not appear fall into two 
classes. 


In the first of these classes the ab­ 
sence of woman is due to the tyranny 
of man. 
There are no women sol­ 
diers in the United States army. 
There are no women sailors in the 
United States navy. 
There are no 
women marines in that navy. 
And 
there are no women firemen in the 
municipal fire departments of A m e ri­ 
can cities. All this is sumply because 
women have been ruled out. 
With 
different regulations there might be 
different results. 
In Sweden there is 
a fire department in which women 
are frequently enrolled. 
And the 
fighting done by women at the siege 
of Saragossa in Spain during the Na­ 
poleonic wars has always stood as a 
spectacular and sufficient proof of 
feminine valor. 


In the remaining four of the eight 
womanless occupations in this coun­ 
try the absence of women cannot be 
so readily explained away. 
It must 
be simply due to feminine neglect 
that at the time of the last census 
there were no women apprentices 
and helpers to roofers and slaters, 
no women helpers to brassworkers, 
no women helpers to steam boiler 
makers, and no women street car 
drivers. 
The next census will prob­ 
ably repair this defect. 
There is no 
reason why women should not en­ 
ter these four trades. 
Already they 
can be found in trades which are 
similar but more difficult. 
Already 
there are women roofers and slaters, 
women brass workers and women 
steam boiler makers. 
It is hard to 
see why they shouldn’t be helpers in 
these trades if they can be full 
Hedged mechanics. 
And if, as is the 
case, there were two women motor- 
men in 1900, there is no reason why 
there should not be women street car 
drivers in 1910 in cities where horses 
are still used for local transporta­ 
tion. 


Only four occupations, therefore, 


^ are to-day beyond the reach of wom­ 
en in the United States. 
They can­ 
not be Federal soldiers, Federal sail­ 
ors, Federal marines or municipal 
firemen. 
Everywhere else they have 
knocked and they have been ad­ 
mitted. 


The total number of women en­ 
gaged in gainful occupations in 1900 
was 5,319,39?. 
This was an enor­ 
mous advance over the number of 
women similarly employed in 1890. 
If the same rate of progress has been 
maintained since 19 00 there cannot 
be the slightest doubt that at the 
present time there are fully six mil­ 
lion women at work in various trades 
and occupations in the United States 
of America. 


What this means it is impossible 
to realize until the total number of 
women in the United States is taken 
into consideration. 
In the year 1900 
there were some 28,000,000 Ameri­ 
can women over ttn years of age. 
Many 
of these women 
were, 
of 
course, mere children. Many of them 
were so old as to be beyond the 
working age. 
Millions of them were 
engaged in the task of keeping house, 
of bringing up their children, of pro­ 
viding homes for the present genera­ 
tion and of laying the foundations 
of the character and of the culture 
of the future. 
In other words, they 
were discharging, woman's historic 
mission. 
Yet with all these deduc­ 
tions there were in the year 1900 
more than 5,300,000 women who 
were engaged not only in spending 
money but in earning it; not only in 
managing.the expenditure of wealth, 
which is the acknowledged function 
of woman, but in creating it, which is 
supposed to be the duty of man. 


In other words, in the year 1900 
out of every five American women 
over ten years of age there was one 
who was going outside of her family 
duties and who was taking part in 
the gainful work of the 
working 
world. 


Just about 1,000,000 of America** 
5,300,000 gainful women in 1900 
were engaged in what the census 
calls agricultural pursuits. 
Among 
these 1,000,000 women agriculturists 
there were 665,791 farm laborers and 
397,788 farmers, planters and over­ 
seers. 
There were also 100 women 
lumbermen and raftsmen and 113 
women wood choppers. 


In the professions women are ac­ 
cepted more as a matter of course 
than they are in agricultural pur­ 
suits. And among all the professions 
that of teaching is the most thor­ 
oughly feminized. 
It is not surpris­ 
ing, therefore, to learn that in the 
United States in 1900 there were 
more than 325,000 teachers. 
It is 
decidedly 
surprising, 
however, 
to 
wake up to the fact that there were 
only 6418 actresses. 
It is clear that 
ii takes about 1000 teachers to make 
a? much stir and get as much space 
jn the newspapers as one stage lady. 
And who would suppose from the 
relative'am ounts of comment made 
upon actresses and women clergymen 
th at the latter are more than half as 
numerous as the former? 
Yet there 
were 3405 women clergymen jn the 
United States Jn 1900 and they were 
actively engaged in the religious lift 
pt many different denominations« 


Engineering is properly regarded 
as the most difficult profession for 
women. 
The engineer has to do 
rough work in educating himself and 
he has to do still rougher work when 
he begins to practice. 
Nevertheless, 
in 1900 there were forty women civil 
engineers, thirty women mechanical 
and electrical engineers and three 
women mining engineers. 


Incidentally, there were fourteen 
women veterinary surgeons. 


And women should not forget that 
modern library science, with its in­ 
tricate technique, is providing them 
with a new and expanding field of 
professional effort. 
In 1900 there 
were 3125 women librarians in the 
United States. 


There were also 2086 women sa­ 
loon keepers and 440 women bar­ 
tenders. 


Coming down from the professions 
of cataloguing books and of mixing 
drinks it is observable in a perusal 
of the census statistics that a man 
who wanted a new residence might 
conceivably have all the work done 
by the women who have gone into 
the mechanical trades. 
In 1900, be­ 
sides the 100 women achitects, who 
come more properly under the pro­ 
fessions, 
thero 
were 
150 
women 
builders 
and 
contractors 
in 
the 
United States, 107 women masons, 
545 women carpenters, forty-five wo­ 
men plasterers, 175b women painters, 
glaziers and varnishers, 126 women 
plumbers, 241 women paperhangers 
and two women slaters and roofers. 
A complete structure in honor of the 
sex might be erected by these repre­ 
sentatives of its modern ingenuity 
and activity. 


The most notable advance made by 
women in the decade from 18 90 to 
1900 was In stenography. 
In 1890 
there were 21,270 stenographers and 
typewriters. 
In 1900 there were 8 6,- 
118. 
This was an increase of more 
than 300 per cent. 


The only occupations in which wo­ 
men are going backward compared 
with men are those in which they 
might be expected to go forward, 
namely, sewing, tailoring and dress­ 
making. 
There were fewer seam­ 
stresses, tailoresses and dressmakers 
in proportion to the number of men 
in these occupations in 1900 than 
there were in 1890. 
Work with the 
needle seems to be becoming too 
feminine for women. 


On the whole, however, the in­ 
crease in the number of women in 
the trade and industry of America is 
not only satisfactory but more than 
satisfactory. 
It is alarming. While 
in 1890 there were 5,300,000 such 
women, in 1908 there were only 
about 4,000,000. 
The number of 
women at work increased thirty- 
three per cent, during the decade 
from 1890 to 1900. 
In that same 
period the total number of women 
in the United States increased only 
twenty-two per cent. In other words, 
the number of women at work in­ 
creased half again as fast as the total 
number of all the women in the coun­ 
try. Roughly speaking, it may be said 
that while in 1890 one woman in ev­ 
ery six went to work in 1900 the 
proportion had increased to one in 
every five. 


CUCKOOS AXD COW BIRDS. 


A Bad Lot— Other Birds Are Driven 


to Desperate Measures by Them. 
With all its vagabond ways the 
cowbird is scarcely as bad as the 
English cuckoo. 
It has all the sins 
of the cowbird, to which is added the 
worse one of turning the legitimate 
birdlings out of their nest. 


It "begins as soon as it is out of its 
shell, and never gives up till all have 
been thrown over the edge of the 
nest. 
The strange thing about it is 
that the parent birds care so faith­ 
fully for the selfish intruder, be it 
cuckoo or cowbird. 


The presence of a young cowbird 
in a nest usually means that the 
smaller birds are either smothered or 
starved to death on account of its 
bulky body in the tiny nest and Its 
voracious appetite. 


Some little birds, notably the yel­ 
low warbler, are wise enough to rec­ 
ognize the strange egg, and to build 
a second story to their nest, thus 
shutting 
it 
away 
from 
warmth 
enough to hatch It, 
Sometimes, says 
a writer in Good Health, they even 
build a third story to cover up an 
egg that has been deposited in the 
second story. 
But enough birds are 
duped and imposed upon annually 
so that the cowbirds hold their own 
in numbers with other birds. 


Country Road Building. 


It is a pleasure to ride over our 
town since we changod the money 
system 
of 
road maintenance and 
building. 
We are on the third year, 
and the changed condition of roads 
and small bridges is marvelous. The 
town 
owns 
a stone crusher, bins, 
traction engine, dump wagons, etc. 


The first work of the season is giv­ 
en over to smoothing the dirt roads, 
picking up loose stone and repairing 
small bridges. 
After this the com­ 
missioner unites what was formerly 
two gangs and begins stone crushing 
and permanent work. 


Small bridges of bight to sixteen 
feet span have been built of iron I- 
beams and cement. 
When necessary 
new foundation walls are put up, and 
the concrete filling is put on between 
the 
beams, 
making a permanent 
bridge. 
Later, 
no 
doubt, 
small 
sluices will be made in the same 
manner. 
We have plenty of stone in 
walls and heaps for perhaps two or 
three years. 
Farmers, as a rule, as­ 
sist the commissioner in making an 
easy road for these field stones. Oc­ 
casionally pay is demanded, which is 
refused. 


An effort was put forth one year 
ago 
to 
defeat a painstaking, hard 
working, conscientious commissioner 
for reasons patented for the occasion, 
but those most deeply interested in 
our road improvement were able to 
sustain the commissioner, and he 
was re-elected by over 100 majority. 
If we can succeed in divorcing the 
office from politics a point will have 
scored, 


I hope the time is not far distant 
when officials who act in any techni­ 
cal or special capacity will be elected 
without 
regard 
to party 
emblem. 
Would we not make headway faster 
if all road officers were under Civil 
Service? 
Has any one suggested this 
before? 
Why not make it competi­ 
tive and permit merit to win? 
The 
fact of the matter is that our system 
and policy in the past have not de­ 
veloped many very valuable road ex­ 
perts. 


A bill was introduced 
into 
our 
State Legislature at the 1904-'05 ses­ 
sion to permit the State University 
to give a short course in road science 
and practice, but the Governor vetoed 
it. 
Road interests—and that means 
every one— should see to it that a 
similar bill is again brought forward. 
I firmly believe in State road building 
and the educative force of a strong 
arm. 
At the same time, localities 
that remain idle, awaiting the State 
road, will haul through the mud for 
a long time. 


Former Mayor Blodget, of Worces­ 
ter, Mass.— who, by the way, is a na­ 
tive of our town, and is now stopping 
here—is the president of a company 
holding patents on methods of con­ 
structing 
concrete 
roadbeds. 
The 
scheme, which is being worked in cit­ 
ies only, has, according to his state­ 
ments, great possibilities for country 
road 
construction. 
A 
fifteen-foot 
width can be put down for about 
$8000 a mile. 
This compares favor­ 
ably with macadam, and would, of 
course, be durable. 


Macadam roads are suffering fear­ 
fully under automobile travel, under 
all kinds of gear. 
Interurban traffic 
is made heavier when these roads are 
put down, and so they break under 
it. 
We must have something better 
than macadam for hard wear. 


Recently I passed over a twenty- 
mile road running out of Cleveland, 
Ohio, ' whicn 
was being laid with 
brick. 
Maybe we are near the era of 
concrete roads, as we are in the era 
of 
concrete 
buildings. 
Considera­ 
tions of permanency are fast being 
engrafted upon our activities and in­ 
stitutions.— PI. E. Cook, Denmark, N. 
Y., in the New York Tribune Farmer.

An inspection tour of some of the 
improved roads of Massachusetts was 
recently made by several members of 
the Rhode Island Highway Commis­ 
sion, including Colonel J. H. Ed­ 
wards, chairman; R. T. Rodman, en­ 
gineer; W. C. Peckham, J. F. Rich­ 
mond and P. Jf Lamson. 
They were 
accompanied by Chairman William 
E, McClintock, Harold Parker, J. A. 
Johnston, Division Engineer and Sec­ 
retary A. B, Fletcher, of the Massa­ 
chusetts Highway Commission, and 
made 
the 
journey in three White 
Steamers, driven by R. G. Glover, A. 
K, Miller and O, Ii. Lufkin. 
The 
party started from Worcester and 
went to Springfield, rode over Mount 
Tom 
and 
went through Chicopee, 
Northampton and other intervening 
towns 
to 
Greenfield, where they 
spent the night. 
The next day they 
rode through Turners Falls, Orange, 
Gardner, Westminster to Fitchburg, 
where they stopped for luncheon. 
They then drove to Boston through 
Groton, Concord and Arlington. They 
covered more than 230 miles during 
the two days, and all of the journey 
except about twenty miles was made 
over roads built by the Massachu­ 
setts Highway Commission.

chief demand for walnut comes from 
Germany, and Hamburg is the com­ 
mercial centre of the market.— The

PENSION FOR ALL SOLDIERS. 
At Washington, Senator McCumber 


chairman of the pension committee, is 
presenting tbe amended pension bill. 
Tbe amendment provides that any sol- 
dier of the Civil War wbo has served for 
SO days, has been honorably discharged 
and who shall have reached the age of 
82 years, shall receive a pension of $12 
a month, to be increased to be increased 
to $15 a month when be shall have reach- 
ed the age of 70years and to $30 a month 
after he has resched tbe age ef 75 years.

Hanover, Dec. 14.—Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
vey Shorb and three children were found 
in a stupefied condition at their home on 
Maple Avenue, West End. this morninp, 
suffering from the effecU of coal gas in 
halod during the night. 


Mrs. Elmer Herr, who lives across the 
street, observed thnt the blinds at the 
Shorb home were still drawn at 7:30 a. m. 
which wasunupiial, as Mr. Shorb is em- 
ployed at the Hanover Furniture factory 
and loaves home c^irly in the morning. 
She rappetl at the door and receiving no 
response gained an entrance and at once 
detected the odor of gas. 
Going up stairs 
she found Mr and Mrs. Shorb and the 
youngest child soundly sleeping. 
She im- 
mediately sent word to Dr A. C. Rice, of 
McSherrystown, who arrived promptly 
and administered lestorative^. 
The gas 
escaped from the parlor stove through a 
door which was thoughtlessly left open 
after the stove had been filled up for the 
night. 
One of the Shorb children has 
been ill and at 2 o'clock Mrs. Shorb arose 
to give some medicine. 
She at that* time 
felt a pain in her head, but owing to the 
fact of having inhaled the gas for some 
time, was not aware of her condition, and 
laid down to sleep. 
At 5 a. m., the old- 
est girl came into the parents' bedroom, 
which aroused the father, who got up as 
girl fell in a faint. 
He seemingly discov- 
ered a slight trace of gas, whereupon he 
opened a window, and after seeing his 
daughter safe back in bed, he returned 
again to his own room and laid down. 
The family remained in their stupefied 
state until the arrival of Dr. Rice. 
The 
opening of the window was the only thing 
which saved the lives of the three occu- 
pants of the room, while the other two 
children were only slightly affected.

The experiment of electrocuting 


cockroaches was tried by Edison long 
ago, and now a French electrician,

the insect. 


Germany has for some time pos- 


sessed a dozen factories for the lique- 
faction of carbonic acid gas issuing 
from the earth in the neighborhood 
of extinct volcanoes. This summer a 
large factory of the same kind has 
been opened near the Puy de Dome, 
a famous extinct volcano in Central 
France. The liquid obtained by the 
condensation of these volcanic gases 
is said to be purer than that produced 
by solely chemical processes. From 
an excavation at Aigueperse, near the 
Puy de Dome, the quantity of gas 
given forth every day is reckoned at 
about half a million liters. The place 
is known as the "poison fountain," 
and the bones of many animals have 
been found in the excavation, includ- 
ing those of a horse, a bison and a 
mammoth.

As a rule, that sheep breeder is 
most successful who breeds as nearly 
in a straight line as the requirements 
of his flock for new blood will per- 
mit and who is best able to judge the 
points of an expected choice animal 
before they are fully developed. 


Nothing should be more gradual 
than the development of the power 
of a draft horse or the speed of a 
trotting horse, and in a few other 
way are horses more 
permanently 
Impressed than in pushing their de- 
velopment too rapidly. 


It is probably too much work for 
some farmers to cut the fodder, hay 
and straw <vlth a feed cutter, as the 
animnls willconsume suchfoods with- 
out preparation, but the saving of 
food and the smaller loss from waste 
will more than pay for preparing the 
food. 


One dlfllculty with wheat is the 
liability 
of 
being thrown out by 
j frost in the spring, but v/hen such 
i is the case the cause may be due to 
lack of proper drainage. 
V/hen a 
field has been properly tilled there 
will be but little liability of wheat 
being injured by alternate freezing 
and thawing. 


The cow will pay the j-ent or pay 
off the mortgage, and the farm will 
be in better shape when she is done, 
than when she began. 
As she goes 
along, the farm is getting better and 
richer. 
Other stock and other crops 
have helped men to prosperity, but 
the farm is nearly always the worse 
for the wear. 


There is no question but that the 
great scarcity of reliable farm help 
is acting as a stimulus to sheep rais- 
ing in many sections. 
The fact that 
one man is able to take care of a

body, and it Is suggested that the 
vapors rising above a flock of sheep 
or cattle may explain the tendency of 
lightning to strike the huddled ani- 
mals. 


The experiment of 
electrocuting 
cockroaches was tried by Edison long 
ago, and now a French electrician, 
M. Maurice Chalin, Is making prac- 
tical application of the idea.

new apparatus is designed for killing 
gnats and mosquitoes. 
Two rings, 
one above the other, with a network 
of parallel and vertical chains be- 
tween, form a cylindrical lantern, and 
in the centre an electric or other light 
is placed. Each chain is kept charged 
by an electric current. 
As the mos- 
quitoes try to reach the light, they 
come in contact with the live chains, 
and the instant 
two 
chains are 
touched at tho same time a short cir- 
cuit is established, promptly killing 
the insect. 


Ripon Postman^s Record. 


Mr. Richard Adamson, who has 
been postman for thirty-four years 
and seven months, has just retired. 
Mr. Adamson has on his uniform six 
stripes, each of which represents flve 
years of good-conduct service. 
For 
twenty-two years Mr. Adamson had 
the Gr^welthorpe and Kirkby Mal- 
zeard round, which covers something 
like twenty miles per day, 1-20 miles 
per week. 6240 miles per annum, or 
a total of 127,280 miles for the twen- 
ty-two years. 
For the last twelve and 
a half years Mr. Adamson has had 
rounds in Ripon. 
He is the oldest 
among the Ripon postmen and ofll- 
cials. and has the longest service.— 
London Tit-Bits. 


Germany has for some time pos- 
sessed a dozen factories for the lique- 
faction of carbonic acid gas issuing 
from the earth in the neighborhood 
of extinct volcanoes. 
This summer a 
large factory of the same kind has 
been opened near the Puy de Dome, 
a famous extinct volcano in Central 
France. 
The liquid obtained by the 
condensation of these volcanic gases 
is said to be purer than that produced 
by solely chemical processes. 
From 
an excavation at Aigiieperse. near the 
Puy de Dome, the quantity of gas 
given forth every day is reckoned at 
about half a million liters. 
The place 
is known as the ^^polson fountain," 
and the bones of many animals have 
been found in the excavation. Includ- 
ing those of a horse, a bison and a 
mammoth.

The chicken coop shown 


For the Chicken Raiser. 


here is a good example. 
It Is simple, 
efficient and durable. As shown here 
jt is rectangular in form, being made 
of sheet metal. The top and sides are 
bent to shape, with flanges at the 
bottom which connect with the floor­ 
ing. At each sido are supports which 
hold the coop slightly above the 
ground, tending to keep the coop 
moisture-proof and preventing rain 
or other water from entering. 
At 
each end are perforated doors, which 
are very easily held in position. 
At 
the bottom of each door is an exten­ 
sion, through which passes a rod, the 
latter extending through the top of 
the coop and also into the ground, 
preventing the coop from being dis­ 
placed. 
Jn this way the fowl are 
safe against the attacks of animals.

Curing For Brood Mares. 


The brood mares, in fact, all the 
horses and colts that are not at work 
in the winter, should be turned in a 
good sized yard every day, unless it 
is stormy. 
This yard should not be 
icy, as there is danger of their fall­ 
ing and getting hurt. 
We stable all 
our horses and colts nights and feed 
them twice a day oats and clover hay 
with some bran. 


When 
spring 
comes be careful 
with the brood mares and any other 
horses that mey have been idle dur­ 
ing the winter. 
Work them lightly 
at first, taking some time to get 
them used to work. 
In this way you 
can do more work and have your 
horses in better condition when you 
are through with the spring work. 


J prefer to have the colts come 
about the first of June, as by that 
time we have our spring work done 
and can give the mares a better 
chance. 
Have a clean, roomy box- 
stall; it is well to whitewash it every 
year and disinfect it with zenoleam 
or some other good disinfectant. 
Be 
on hand when the little fellow ap­ 
pears. 
Feed the mare lightly for a 
few days, increasing her feed grad-, 
lully, 
If you have to work the mare 


Winter Homos For Turkeys. 


While the idea of the Turkey is to 
roost high, the privilege can not al­ 
ways be accorded if a structure is to 
be provided for the birds in which 
to roost. 
If they are to roost in the 
trees, then they may choose their 
own limb, 
ft is a good plan to make 
the turkey house low', but placing 
the roosts as high as possible with­ 
out humping the birds up against the 
roof. The ventilation In such a house 
must largely be provided from the 
bottom, and this is done by having a 
row' of windows not over eighteen 
inches high at the bottom, so ar­ 
ranged that they may be lifted up to 
permit a current of air to enter. 


These windows will also light the 
floor of the house, and a larger win­ 
dow may be placed on the opposite 
side, but higher up, in order properly 
to light the house. 
The turkeys will 
bo anxious to get out of the house 


early in the morning to roam, so 
after they have gone to roost sprinkle 
a little grain in the chaff on the floor 
to keep them busy in the morning 
until they are let out. 
Turkeys on 
the range must be well fed during 
the period they are under cover, par­ 
ticularly at this time of year when 
the feeding on the range is poor, and 
when it is essential to keep them in 
good shape and able to fatten read­ 
ily a little later.— Indianapolis News. 


Farm Notes. 


The utmost care must be given the 
early pullets if you wish to have 
them lay this winter. 


Do not fool too long with sick 
fowls. 
The hatchet is sometimes the 
only practical remedy to give. 


A good bone mill is quite valuable 
on every poultry farm. 
They are 
cheap and quite profitable. 


A horse may be perfectly propor­ 
tioned with coach style and action, 
but without 
good 
size 
he Is no 
coacher. 


Heaves, 
frequent coughing and 
difficulty in breathing in horses can 
nearly always be traced to feeding 
dry, dusty hay. 
Dampen all hay now 
before feeding. 


While it is good taste to have a 
team of the same color and making, 
it is good* judgment and common- 
sense to have 
a 
team 
of equal 
strength and power of endurance. 


As a rule, that sheep breeder is 
most successful who breeds as nearly 
in a straight line as the requirements 
of his flock for new blood will per­ 
mit and who is best able to judge the 
points of an expected choice animal 
before they are fully developed. 


Nothing should be more gradual 
than the development of the power 
of a draft horse or the speed of a 
trotting horse, and in a few other 
way are horses more permanently 
impressed than in pushing their de­ 
velopment too rapidly. 


It is probably too much work for 
some farmers to cut the fodder, hay 
and straw frith a feed cutter, as the 
animals willconsume suchfoods with­ 
out preparation, but the saving of 
food and the smaller loss from waste 
will more than pay for preparing the 
food. 


One difficulty with wheat is the 
liability 
of 
being thrown out by 
frost in the spring, but when such 
is the case the cause may be due to 
lack of proper drainage. 
When a 
field has been properly tilled there 
will be but little liability of wheat 
being injured by alternate freezing 
and thawing. 


The cow will pay the rent or pay 
off the mortgage, and the farm will 
be in better shape when she is done, 
than when she began. 
As she goes 
along, the farm is getting better and 
richer. 
Other stock and other crops 
have helped men to prosperity, but 
the farm is nearly always the worse 
for the wear. 


There is no question but that the 
great scarcity of reliable farm help 
is acting as a stimulus to sheep rais­ 
ing in many sections. 
The fact that 
one man is able to take care of a 
large flock of .sheep makes the in­ 
dustry desirable to those farmers 
who do not like to hire extra help 
on the farm throughout the year,

Moles can smell smoke further 
than a deer, and when some campers 
set a blaze going the moles headed 
for the windward, 
spreading 
the 
alarm as they proceeded and picking 
up scores of colonies of every variety. 
There were star-nosed, peeked-nosed, 
silver-nosed and plow-nosed members 
of the talpine family, and when they 
struck civilization they hadn’t the 
slightest notion of how to appear in 
polite society. 


They invaded barns, butteries, cel­ 
lars, corn cribs and outbuildings, and 
dug, burrowed, wormed, sneaked and 
butted into all kinds of places, where 
they made themselves unwelcome, 
obnoxious, disagreeable, intolerable 
and impossible.

beneath the feet of alarmed house­ 
wives, harassed hired girls until they 
threw up their jobs, made men swear, 
and frightened horses, cows and sheep 
by getting into their fodder, and 
sometimes into their noses.

The human breath has been found 
to be a fair conductor of electricity, 
a spark from a Wimshurst machine 
being longer in breathed than in pure 
air. 
Investigating further, Dufour 
has concluded that the lung and skin 
exhalations 
sensibly 
increase 
the 
leakage from an electrically charged 
body, and it is suggested that the 
vapors rising above a flock of sheep 
or cattle may explain the tendency of 
lightning to strike the huddled ani­ 
mals. 


The experiment of electrocuting 
cockroaches was tried by Edison long 
ago, and now a French electrician, 
M. Maurice Chalin, is making prac­ 
tical application of the idea. 
The 
new apparatus is designed for killing 
gnats and mosquitoes. 
Two rings, 
one above the other, with a network 
of parallel and vertical chains be­ 
tween, form a cylindrical lantern, and 
in the centre an electric or other light 
is placed. Each chain is kept charged 
by an electric current. 
As the mos­ 
quitoes try to reach the light, they 
come in contact with the live chains, 
and the instant 
two 
chains are 
touched at the same time a short cir­ 
cuit is established, promptly killing 
the insect. 


Ripon Postman’s Record. 


Mr. Richard Adamson, who has 
been postman for thirty-four years 
and seven months, has just retired. 
Mr. Adamson has on his uniform six 
stripes, each of which represents five 
years of good-conduct service. 
For 
twenty-two years Mr. Adamson had 
the Grewelthorpe and Kirkby Mal- 
zeard round, which covers something 
like twrenty miles per day, 1*20 miles 
per week, 6240 miles per annum, or 
a total of 127,280 miles for the twen­ 
ty-two years. For the last twelve and 
a half years Mr, Adamson has had 
rounds in Ripon. 
He is the oldest 
among the Ripon postmen and offi­ 
cials, and has the longest service.— 
London Tit-Bits. 


Germany has for some time pos­ 
sessed a dozen factories for the lique­ 
faction of carbonic acid gas issuing 
from the earth in the neighborhood 
of extinct volcanoes. This summer a 
large factory of the same kind has 
been opened near the Puy de Dome, 
a famous extinct volcano in Central 
France. 
The liquid obtained by the 
condensation of these volcanic gases 
is said to be purer than that produced 
by solely chemical processes. 
From 
an excavation at Aigtieperse, near the 
Puy de Dome, the quantity of gas 
given forth every day is reckoned at 
about half a million liters. The place 
is known as the “poison fountain,” 
and the bones of many animals have 
been found in the excavation, includ­ 
ing those of a horse, a bison and a 
mammoth. 


Postofiice Two Thousand Milos Off. 


The most remote mission statioD 
in the world is on Herscliel Island, in 
the far northwest corner of the Do­ 
minion of Canada. The nearest post­ 
ofiice is 2000 miles away, 
Conse­ 
quently the packets are few and far 
between, seldom more than two in 
the year. 
The island is a most unin­ 
viting place for a residence. 
No sun 
for more than two months in the 
winter, and not a tree to be seen any-, 
where. 
Under the teaching of the 
missionaries many of the Esquimaux 
are becoming more civilized, and are 
greatly improving in their manner 
and habits and there is a growing de­ 
sire for instruction. 


Pastor aiul Bridge Builder. 


A bronze tablet has been placed In 
Groeswen Chapel, near Caerphilly, to 
the memory of William Edwards, 
who, during the forty years he offi­ 
ciated as pastor of the Groeswen In­ 
dependent Church, buijt a number of 
bridges in Y\;ales, including that at 
Pontypridd, which at the time of its 
erection had the largest stone arch 
in the world. To his trade of builder 
William Edwards united the occupa­ 
tion of farmer and minister of reli­ 
gion,—London Tit-Bits. 


Male Teachers Decreasing. 


The male teachers in the United 
States are 
steadily 
decreasing, as 
shown by statistics. In 1870 the pro­ 
portion was forty-one per cent.; in 
1872 it had increased to 4 2.8; in 
1S89-90 it fell to 34.5; in 1900 it 
dropped to 29.9, and in 1903 it had 
reached twenty-five per cent. 
There 
were in the States 455,242 teachers, 
and of these 113,744 were men and 
341,498 women.— St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Year on Them. 


King Edward’s gifts as peacemak­ 
er, statesman, sportsman and man of 
the world are well known and ad­ 
mired, but in the minds of the mem­ 
bers of the royal households the tal­ 
ents are of little importance in com­ 
parison with his genius as an expert 
accountant. 


Despite the tremendous amount of 
work he is obliged to undertake in 
social and state affairs, he still man­ 
ages to find time to keep such a sharp 
eye on household expenses that no 
item of expenditure escapes his scru­ 
tiny very long. 


His Majesty was not long on the 
throne before the easy going royal 
servitors had the astonishing knowl­ 
edge forced upon them that a king 
could also be a business man. King 
Edward went through the accounts 
of Buckingham Palace dnd Windsor 
with a fine tooth comb. 
Economy 
after economy was introduced and 
enforced, with the result that the 
English royal households are now 
run with less waste and extravagance 
than any similar establishments in 
the world. 


No item of expenditure is too small 
for the King to carefully examine. 
Recently in looking over his accounts 
he made the discovery that he was 
spending fully $15,000 a year on 
wedding presents. 
He immediately 
issued orders that his expenditure in 
this direction was to be considerably 
curtailed, and the wedding presents 
he now sends his friends, though of 
the very best quality, are much less 
expensive than they used to be. 


The King now makes a point of 
seeing all the presents that are sent 
in his name. 
If they are of silver or 
gold he examines them carefully to 
see that their design is in accordance 
with his desires and their quality 
above cavil. 
If they are embellished . 
with his initials or other device he 
also carefully inspects this to see that- 
there is no mistake. 


His Maje*o does not intend to r<?T . 
strict the muaber of his presents, 
but he intends to get more value for 
his money and also to make his gifts 
less pretentious and expensive.

damage done by fire to building* 
other than that in v, hich it originate* 
is attributable to the window route, 
writes Commissioner Fitzpatrick. in 
Insurance Engineering. 
More than 


that, forty-eight per cent, ot the en- 
tire fire loss of the country in nor- 
mal years is traceaole to lack of 
window protection. 


In extraordinary conSagrations the 


percentage "increases at a. frightful 
ratio. 
It is fairly established, for 


instance, that at San Francisco fire 
actually originated at eleven different 
points in comparatively insignificant 
buildings. 


Had the windows in adjacent build- 


ings been proteered those eleven fires 
would have been confined to those 
eleven buildings: and the value of 
those eleven buildings was certainly 
not more than $100,060. 


The folly of unprotected wiadoirs 


has therefore tost San Francisco 
more than 11,000 buildings instead 
of the original elevers, ar>ci something 
like $1,300,000,060 of property and 
business loss! 
Had the windows of 


the big so-called Sre^roof buildings 
been protected, *t a cos? of possibly 
$60,000, the contests of those build- 
ings would be intact to-iic, , and just 
that one item deans nearly $9,000,- 
000 lost. 


Many protections have been de- 


vised and tested- many of them wort 
well, but ia most of them, partlca- 
larly where a.E>ih:ng automatic is 
depended upon, zhere is liable to be 
a siipup at the wrong moment- Of 
course almost an> ;hi«g is bezier 
nothing. Iran or other metallic- shut- 
ters are, zx least, fire retarcauts, 
though They ultimately bulge and 
warp and twist and frequently yield 
to the persistency of fire.

sidered from every point of "view. 
appearance, certainty of protection 
availability and everything else, is 
wireglass.

Wages <rf JEtussian Farm Laborers. 


The extreme poverty and tlie lo-w 


standard'of living of peasants from 
whom the agricultural laborers are 
recruited .assure a low level of wages 
for agricultural labor. The average 
wages win appear almost incredibly 
low from an American point of Tie 
notwithstanding the 
general 
com- 


plaints of the estate holders concern- 
ing the unreasonable demands of eke 
laborers. 


According to .an official investiga- 


tion enibracing the decade of 15 £2- 
1891, the average annual wages for s. 
male agricultural worker in Russia 
were less than $22 and for a female 
worker less than $1S. To this muse 
be added the cost of subsistence, 
which is equally iow., being on an av- 
erage $24 for a male and $22 for a 
female worker for a. -whole year; so 
that the average cost of employing a 
laborer for the entire year is equal to 
only $55 for the male and $40 for 
the female. 


The wages for the sammer season 


•of five months are almost equal to 
the annual wages, being $22 for the 
male and $13 for the female laborer. 
—Bureau of Statistics Bulletin. 


The Tobacco Factories. 


While no doubt in many of the fac- 


tories the conditions of cleanliness 
and health of the employes are all 
that could be desired, it is certain 
that there is an urgent need for re- 
form in this field. A majority of the 
male population are' tobacco users, 
and should be safeguarded not only 
by regulations forbidding the sale of 
scrap tobacco under the present con- 
ditions, bat also providing for the su- 
pervision of the health of the tobac- 
co workers and controlling the san- 
itation of the workrooms. 
In the 


eye of the 
law the. tobacco user 


should be regarded as deserving of 
as much protection as the consumer 
of food stuffs;-and since it is certain 
that Ttat quantities of tobacco will 
always be consumed, it is the part 
of the authorities to-see to it that 
whatever detriment to health attends 
its use is not added to by improper 
conditions of manufacture.—Medical 
Record.

Seventy-three per cent, of all the 
damage done by fire- to buildings 
other than that in ^\h¡ch it originates 
Is attributable to the window route, 
writes Commissioner Fitzpatrick. in 
Insurance Engineering. 
More than 
that, forty-eight per cent, of the en- 
tire fire loss of the country in nor- 
mal years is traceable to lack of 
window protection. 


In extraordinary conflagrations the 
percentage increases at a frightful 
ratio. 
It is fairly established, for 
instance, that at San Francisco fire 
actually originated at eleven different 
points in comparatively insignificant 
buildings. 


Had the windows in adjacent build- 
ings been protected those eleven fires 
would have been confined to those 
eleven buildings; and the value of 
those eleven buildings was certainly 
not more than $100,000, 


The folly of unprotected window's 
has 
therefore 
cost San 
Francisco 
more than 11,000 buildings instearl 
of the original eleven, and something 
like ?1,500,000,000 ot property and 
business loss! 
Had the windows of 
the big so-called fireproof buildings 
been protected, at a cost of possibly 
$60,000, the contents of those build- 
ings would be inta-ct to-da,, and just 
that one item means nearly $9,000,- 
000 lost. 


Many protecti'ons have been de- 
vised and tesVeñ-; many of them work 
well, but in most of them, particiH 
larly where anything automatic is 
depended upon., there is liable to be 
a slipup at the wrong moment, QÍ 
course almost anything is better tjmn 
nothing, 
Iran or other metallic shut- 
ters are, -at least, fire retardants, 
though tliey .ultimately bulge 
and 
warp and twist and frequently yield 
to the pei'sistency of fire.

PIRE AND THE WINDOW KOVTÄ 


How San Francisco 
Mijrht Have 
Avoided Most of Hep Loss. 


Seventy-three per cent, of all the 
damage done by fire* to buildings 
other than that in which it originates 
is attributable to the window route, 
writes Commissioner Fitzpatrick, in 
Insurance Engineering. 
More than 
that, forty-eight per cent, of the en­ 
tire fire loss of the country in nor­ 
mal years is traceable to lack of 
window protection. 


In extraordinary conflagrations the 
percentage increases at a frightful 
ratio. 
It is fairly established, for 
instance, that at San Francisco fire 
actually originated at eleven different 
points in comparatively insignificant 
buildings. 


Had the windo\vs in adjacent build­ 
ings been protected those eleven fires 
would have been confined to those 
eleven buildings: and the value of 
those eleven buildings was certainly 
not more than $100,000, 


The folly of unprotected windows 
has therefore cost San Francisco 
more than 11,000 buildings instead 
of the original eleven, and something 
like $1,500,000,000 ot property and 
business loss! 
Had the window's of 
the big so-called fireproof buildings 
been protected, fit a cost of possibly 
$60,000, the contents of those build­ 
ings would he intact to-dav, and just 
that one item means nearly $9,000,- 
00 0 lost. 


Many protections have been de-. 
vised and tested*; many of them work 
well, but in most of them, particu­ 
larly where anything automatic is 
depended upon., there is liable to be 
a slipup at the wrong moment. 
Of 
course almost anything is better t^an 
nothing, Iran or other metallic shut­ 
ters are, -at least, fire retardants, 
though tliey .ultimately bulge and 
warp and twist and frequently yield 
to the persistency of fire. 


The one thing that stand pre-emi­ 
nently ¡above everything else, con­ 
sidered from every point oi Tiiew, 
appearance, certainty of protection, 
availaMlity and everything else, is 
wireglass. 
Where 
even 
the -glass 
melts itt ic still held in place fey the 
wire and *bars the passage of flame. 


I kiHwv of but one case witere it 
failed. IPhe »victim made a great .hul­ 
labaloo about it and I was rather 
surprised to «hear his story. Uj>an in­ 
vestigation ¿1 did find the wireglass 
ne&tly ixolled up lying on the window 
sill.» The intelligent fellow kad used 
wiregl&ss, tout had fastened It in vwood 
sash!

Care of Matting* 


Mattings never should be subjected 
to an oversupply of water. 
Care 
should be exercised towards keeping 
it 
unstained. 
When 
it 
becomes 
soiled, however, use a soft cloth well 
wrung out in a suds made of borax 
soap and water, and air thoroughly 
by leaving a window* open until the 
spot is dried. Dampness must bo re­ 
moved from matting as speedily as 
possible. 
Use a pliable, not too stiff, 
broom for matting. 
Always sweep 
well first any flooring or floor cover­ 
ing which may be spotted or soiled 
and needs a damp application. 


Safe Hod Coloring Matter. 


To a correspondent asking for a 
safe red coloring matter for cakes 
and sweetmeats, The Druggists* Cir­ 
cular (September) recommends the 
color from red beets as easily ob­ 
tained and economical.

Care of Flatirons. 


Many people lmve been annoyed at 
finding their irons quite rusty after 
they have been p.ut away a fewr days. 
The way to prevent this happening is, 
before you ¡put them away, to rub a 
little w'araa .grease over them and 
then wrap them «up in brown paper. 
When you talre them out to use dip 
them into hot water that has had a 
small piece ©T soda dissolved in it, 
rub dry, amd itihen put them to heat 
in the usual way.

ready to be used -on the ironing board 
have a piece ‘Of ibrown paper writh a 
little powdered ibath brick on it and 
rub the surface of your iron with 
this.

AT ANNAPOLIS 


AnnapollH, Md., Dec. 22. — A mob 
timbering 25 or 30 men broke do'.vn 
the door of Die Annapolis jail, took 
Dnt Henry Davis, tJie negro who on 
last weok criminally assaulted Mra. 
John Reld (white), near Igleharts Sta- 
tion. and lynched him. Davis, who wa« 
liso known by the name of Chambers, 
confessed his guilt before being put to 
fieath. Little or no resistance was of- 
ff^red to the mob by the officers at th# 
jnil, and none whateTer by the pris- 
oner. 
The negro was dragged by the 
tuob from the jail to a vacant lot on 
College croek. a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant. where he was strung up to a 
limb of a tree and a volley of bullet» 
iired into him. 
He is thought to have 
died ii\stantly. As the body was being 
let down some one cried out: "Anothe* 
v^Miite wo7nan is avenged!" 


On the way to the placo of execu- 
tion members of the lynching party 
kick od and cufl^ed Davis whenever op- 
portunity was offered. His body was 
left lying under the tree which had 
served as the gallows. It was viewed 
by hundreds of persons during the 
day. 
Later a coroner's Jury was em- 
panelled, and after hearing the testi- 
mony of witnesses returned a verdict 
of death at the hands of persons un- 
known to the jury. 


The prison from which Davis was 
taken is 100 years old. It is situated 
In Calvert street and is only about 500 
yards from the state house and the 
executive 
mansion of the governor. 
The lynching party used senior ball of 
St. John's College for it» assembling 
place. This fact is taken to indicate 
that most of the men connected with 
the affair were Annapolitans and did 
not come from Igleharts SUUon, where 
Mrs. Reid lives. 
Its 
members bad 
blackened 
their faces and Bome of 
them had donned masks. 
They were 
quiet in their movements, but some of 
the students were awakened. 
These 
latter came down and watched 
the 
proceedings, but did not Interfere or 
give any alarm. 
The college authori- 
ties strongly denied that any of the 
students were Implicated In the lynch- 
ing, Most of them are at their homes 
for the holidays. 


In a statement made after the man 


was taken from tlie jail, Deputy Sheriff 
Reuben L. Smallwood said that a man 
appeared outside the jail and rang. He 
said that he had a prisoner. Deputy 
Smallwood saw that he had no pHs- 
oner and refused to admit him, where- 
upon he left 
Son afterwards a mob of 
about 60 men appeared before the jail 
with a hitching post and endeavored 
to batter down the door. Unsuccessful 
with

means, they 
procured 
a 
Blcdge and pick and managed to break 
a hole in the door, through which one 
of the men crawlod and unlocked the 
door. Then Ave or six men entered the 
building and proc.eede<l to the warden'» 
room. whRrc they encountered "War- 
den George Taylor. Deputies Small- 
wood and James C. Grouse and Night 
Watchman Frank Marcellus. 
At the 
point of a pistol the warden surren- 
dered the keys. 
In a few moments 
more Davis was seoured and carried 
out bodily. 
Tie made no resistance. 
His appearance outside the jail wan 
greeted with yells. He was kicked and 
beaten by members of the lynching 
party, and In a few minutes was taken 
to a vacant lot on College creek. 


Here Davis was closely qupstloned 
and again admitted that he had crimi- 
nally assanlred his victim, and repeat- 
od that he would have done It living 
or dead. 


As he made this assertion those who 
heard him raised a cry. a rope was 
quickly knotted and the noose slipped 
over his head. By this time Davis was 
nearly nnconsclous from fright and 
the biows which had been rained upon 
him.

PATRICK LEAVES PEATH HOUSE 


Must Now Comply With Prison Rule» 
and All Luxuries Cease.

Bakersfleld, Cal., Dec. 24.--Llndtajr 
B. Hicks, reltased from an entomb- 
ment of 15 days in a cavod-in tunnel, 
appeared well and happy aft^r 
hit 
gruesome exporienco, spending much 
time in receiving congratulations of 
friends and neighbors, to whom he 
related as best he could the feelings 
he underwent within tho dark, close 
quarters of his tomb-llko prison near 
tho dead bodies of five loss fortunate 
companioua, 
while 
scores 
of 
men 
workod like beavers day and night 
for more than two weok* to save him 
from death by digging through many 
feet of earth and rock. 


Hicks' bravery under tho trying con- 
ditions won for him tho admiration of 
hundreds of persons who watched the 
progrecs of his exhumation. 
Sb strong 
was Hicks at the finish that ho helped 
to scrape away the last barrier of 
earth, and crawled, with slight asatst* 
ance, from death to life. 


Hicks was not emaciated. 
He waa 
so strong that the stimulants 
that 
had been prepared for him were not 
needed, 
«v 


J^o sooner was the last segment of 
debris removed and the way left open, 
than Hicks began to scrapc away the 
rocks and earth and crawl toward the 
opening. 
With arms in front of his 
head, he went into the miniature tun- 
nel and began to work his way slowly 
through to the other side of a dump 
car. near which he has remained dur- 
ing tho excavating. 
His arms were 
seized by Dr, Stlnchfieid and a miner. 
The two, exerting all their strength, 
pulled the miner Into the main tunnel, 
where he was placed In a sitting posi- 
tion. 
The blindfold that Hicks had 
been ordered to put on was removed, 
as the tunnel was only dimly lighted 
by candle. 


And there, 100 feet from the face of 
the mountain and within a few step« 
of the place where the miner had lain 
entombed for nearly 16 days, there oc- 
currod a patheUcally Joyful scene. Dr. 
Stinchfield. with tears in his eyes, and 
his hands laid affectionately on Hicks' 
shoulders, said: 
"Well, bow are you, 
old boy?" 


And there were tear® In the eye« 
of Hicks as well, the only tears that 
he had shed In all the days and hlghta 
since he waa entombed, 
aa ho re- 
plied: "I am feeling fine. I can never 
thank you. doctor, for what you hare 
done." 


While working on a tunnel that was 
building by the Edison Power company 
near Bakersfield on December 7, th« 
vortical walls of a deep cut foil In on 
Hicks and five fellow workmen. It waji 
at first thought that all had perished 
under the hundreds of tons of rock and 
earth. 


Three days later a tapping on th« 
iron rail of the little tramway running 
through the drift gave the first intima- 
tion that a man stlil alive was buried 
beneath the debris. A 70-foot pipe, two 
inches in dlametery. waa Immediately 
forced through the* debris. It reached 
the spot where Hicks was entombed. A 
heavy dirt r^v had become wedged in 
the di^bii.s 1.1 iiuch. a way as to keep 
the immense weight 
from 
crushing 
him. 


When Hicks pulted the wooden plug 
from the iron pipe and called to the 
men above him his voice sounded like 
one from the grave. Through the pipe 
the men working on top learned from 
Hicks that for several hours after tho 
cave-In bo had talked with his oom^ 
panlons, but that 
they had 
become 
silent and he believed they were dead. 


By means of the pipe Hicks kept In. 
communication with a big force of res- 
cuers which was at once organized. 
Milk was poured down the pipe. Thl« 
was the only sustenance It was possi- 
ble to glvo- tho man for nearly two 
weelcs. During 
the 
first 
two 
dayi* 
Hicks said? he had existed on. a plug 
of tobaccovhe had with him at the time 
of the cavre-In, 


He had Just exhausted this when tha 
pipe was forced into the orevico in 
which he was pinned. Kvery day gal- 
lons of milk were 
poured^ down the 
pipe to keep him alive. 


In a narrow 
space 
ucder th« car 
there was just room foe- Hicks to lie 
down. His prison did not allow of the 
sJightost freedom of movement, and for 
days the man lay on hlj? back, not dar- 
ing to move lest he nrlght disturb tho 
car overhead and b/ing down upon 
himaelf an avalanche %t dirt that would 
mean his death. 


Through 
the

Capacity of the Brain 


By Dr. Frederick 
P^tmr$on. 


UTHORITIES differ as to the capacity of the average brain 


to receive the impressions of a lifetime. 
It is pretty well 
believed that there is in the brain a centre of conscrva* 
tlon distinct from the centre of perception. 
We of course 
know nothing as to the nature of the relation of brain- 
cells to percepts and conservation, but we do know that 
there must be a relation. ,The latest researches (Hammer- 
berg and Thomson) show that the number of cells in the 
brain is nine billion two hundred million. 
All stimuli, ex- 
ternal (through the five senses) or internal (through processes), must leave 
some trace upon these cells, chcmical, physical, or dynamic. 
These stimuli 
are composed of all sorts of percepts; words and sounds heard; things and 
words seen; objects felt, tasted, smelled; sensations perceived in our own 
bodies; thoughts pushing upward into consciousness. 
And a llttlo reflection 
will show how Innumerable such imprints must be in the course of a single 
waking day. 


Even without reading the resident of a city must receive an Incalculable 
number of impressions upon his brain every 24 hours. The reading centre of 
the brain occupies a comparative small area In the back of the left hemis- 
phere, and consequently must possess a very small portion of the nine bil- 
lion cells referred to above. 
We can only guess at the number, but a fair 
estimate would be about a twentieth, or say five hundred millions which 
in a lifetime of CO years would allow us about 25,000 cells dally for the per- 
ception and conservation of words and sentences read. 
These figures may 
have no scientific value, but at any rate 
they emphasize a very important 
fact, and that is that our brain capacity is limited and that we should be 
sparing of the cells we daily squander,—Colliers' Weekly.

Santa Gertrudes Eanch, In southwest Texas, already repu- 
ted to be the largest estate In the world owned by a pri 
vate individual, was Increased to the immense proportions 
of 2000 square miles, or 1,280,000 acres. As an aid to the 
comprehension of these dimensions some comparisons may 
be found useful. 
The area of Rhode Island, exclusive of 
the waters of Narrangansett Bay, comprise 673.920 acres or 
just a trifle more than one-half the area of Santa Gertrudes Rranch. 
The 
area of Delaware, exclusive of water, Is 1.254,000 acres or 25,GOO acres smaller 
than Santa Gertrudes. 
Texas constitutes one-eleventh of the area of the 
United States; yet If the Lone Star State were to be cut up into ranches the 
size of Santa Gertrudes there would only be land enough to make 132. 


Santa Gertrudes Ranch was founded in 1853 by Captain Richard King, a 
former Mississippi River pilot, who, with his friend Captain Miffln Kenedy, 
had charge of the transport service on the Rio Grande which supplied Gen- 
eral Taylor's army during the Mexican war. 
Captain King's ambition was to 
possess the largest and best conducted ranch In Texas; but he died twenty 
years ago, after accumuiating 800,000 acres. 
The property was left to his 
widow, Mrs. H. M. King, who turned the entire management over to her 
son-in-low, R. J. Kleberg, a lawyer, who was born and brought up within 150 
files 'of the ranch. 
Under Mr. Kleberg's management the acreage has been 
increased more than fifty percent.—Harper's Weekly.

••»»»»<'4"»* would have to close down and thus throw their operatives 
into idleness and misery if the telephone bell should cease to ring. The Bell 
Companies employ over 87.000 persons and, it may be added, pay them well. 
Many of these employes have families to maintain; others support their pa- 
rents, or aid younger brothers and sisters. It Is safe to say that 200.0UO people 
look to the telephone for their daily bread. 
These figures may be supple- 
mented by the number of telephones in use, (5,698,000), by the number of miles 
of wire (6.043,000), In the Bell lines, and by the number of conversations 
(4,479,500,000), electrically conveyed in 1905. The network of wire connects 
more than 33,000 cities, towns, villages and hamlets. 


Such tremendous growth us these statistics show would imply not only 
a steadily iiicreasing apprei'latjon of the telephone, but would also suggest 
improved Insiruments, more skillful operators, and better service. There would 
be no flattery in such suggestion. 
ISlectrical science has undergone radical 
reformation since 187C. 
Telephony has raised the utilization of electricity to 
the height of a profession. 
Of cuairse such advances have not been won with- 
out cost. 
Fortunes were spent in experiment and investigation before a 
dollar came back. 
Communication by the first telephone was limited to a 
few thousand feet. 
Now, conversation can be carried on by persons 1,600 
milefi apart. 
Tomorrow long-distance lines will span the continent; and the 
day after oceanic telephony will bo a commonplace of juercantlle routine, 
But science and money had lo co'llaborate for years before they could work the 
wlracle of enabling Bo^jton and Omaha to talk together.—tYom the 'Thlrtietli 
AnnlY^nury of a Great laventioA," in flcrtbner. 


Tht Vaat Grain Field Wher« there 
Art No Poorhouatt, No Freth Air 
Fund, No Charity 
Work, 
Because 
None 
Is 
Needed—Univtrtal Rule 
That of Prosperity. 


The dremn of the economist is a 
land without poverty. 
The ambition 
of the statesman is a people without 
want, able to obtain those necessaries 
the use of which will permit them to 
maintain a state of physical efllclency. 
The dwellers on the great plains of 
America approach near to that ideal. 


From the Missouri 
River 
to 
the 
Rocky Mountains, from Canada to the 
new State of Oklahoma is one vast 
grain field. It is the home of agricul- 
turists and of people wuose prosperity 
depends directly on the products of 
the farm. To be sure, there are mines 
and oil and manufacturing; but the 
staple resource of the region Is the 
farm. 


When the crops fail the general In- 
come languishes, aud this is the test 
of a community's basis. 
In all that 
territory are only three large cities, 
Omaha, Kansas City and the Minne- 
apo-iis St. Paul seulemeut. 
St. Louis, 
though on 
the 
west 
side 
of 
the 
river, does not belong in the Prairie 
State catalogue. 
Denver is primar- 
ily a mining centre. 


Each of these cities is remarkably 
prosperous; each of them has more 
work for laborers than there are la- 
borers for hire; each is building and 
extending its limits as never before. 
The problem of the poor, the struggle 
of the tenement house aud the efforts 
of organized charity are little known. 


Poverty is unperceived because the 
opportunity for wage earning is, and 
has been, present in these rapidly de- 
veloping communities, advancing as 
they have from villages to cities of 
150,000 to 300,000, in practically unin- 
terrupted progression. 
The construc- 
tion of municipal improvements, the 
erection of stores, public buildings and 
dwellings, the multitude of other Im- 
provements, added to the manufac- 
turing industries, gave all not physi- 
cally incapacitated a chance. 


"Have you a fresh air fund or plan 
for open air outings?" we asked of 
some church workers in one of the 
West's bustling cities. 


"Why should we?" was the reply, 
"when a walk of a few blocks takes 
any one to the fields 
and 
running 
streams? 
This is only a big country 
town, after all." 


A big country town—perhaps that 
best expresses the present day condi- 
tion of the Western cities, those that 
form the centres of population for the 
Inland empire. 
They retain some of 
the freshness and the heart interest 
of smaller municipalities and of the 
open lands. 


More true is it of the middle class 
cities that are scattered, two or three 
in a State, over the 
level 
leagues, 
gaining sustenance from local agri- 
cultural surroundings. 
They are in- 
deed big country towns. 


On tneir boulevards 
one 
sees 
in 
% 


summer 
evenings 
happy 
families 
stowed away in comforuble surreys; 
coatless husbands lounging on. lawns 
they themselves have mpwed; neigh- 
bors visiting on th^ porches along the 
best residence street as well as in 
the farthest suburb. 


Past the finest houses in the town 
roll the automobiles and along the 
same streets roll perambulators push- 
ed by workers in the creamery or in 
the carriage factory. 
It is a demo- 
cratic procession that makes up the 
moving picture aud yoii wonder where 
aro the poor of this community of 
40.000 people. 


"You mean the colored population?" 
suggests your host, "Needn't worry 
about them. 
They are getting along 
all right. 
We would be glad to pay 
the women four or five dollars a week 
as servants, but they will not work 
for us. 
They say they do not have 
to do that. They can work by the day 
half the time and make more money. 
So we hire them by the day part of 
the time and do our own work the 
remainder of the week. Poverty? 
Go 
into their homes. Some of them have 
pianos; organs 
are 
common—they 
don't suffer." 
"But you give to charity?" 
"Of course. 
Occasionally a family 
is found that needs help. 
The father 
or mother is ill, death or accident has 
lessened the income. When that hap- 
pens and it is known 
supplies 
are 
forthcoming in 
abundance 
and 
the 
needy ones are well cared for. We do 
not have any suffering poor with up 
in any other sense." 


So It Is in other small cities, Des 
Moines, Dubuque, 
Lincoln, 
Wichita, 
Topeka, Sioux Falls, 
Fargo, 
Pueblo, 
Guthrie, Muskogee. Up and down the 
plains region, travel from one busy 
capital to another, from one business 
centre to another, it is all the same 
story. 


Are all rich? 
No, not even a con- 
siderable portion rich, as the world 
goes. 
The list of mllllonaries places 
less than a dozen In all this empire 
of as many States, aud it is probable 
that the wealth of some of these has 
been overestimated. 


But in these towns there Is no fringe 
of that desolation or of poverty strick- 
en dependence wliicli mark equally 
large cities 
of 
the 
Eastern States. 
Every resident enjoys a familiar ac- 
quaintance with green grass, flowers, 
pure air and sunshine; every one in 
good health has sufficient to eat and 
wear without dependence on alms. 


Then come the villages and small 
towns—most of them dignifying them- 
selves in duo Western boastfulness 
with the title city. 
They may have 
oaly 150 iuhabluuts or the cenaus 


taker may find 6,000 to 10,000. 
te 
ceither event does be find rminderB 
of pinched resources nor lack of necai^ 
sari es. 


Take a tj-plcal community of 
people out in central Kansas, 
It la 


the centre of an average farming com- 
munity, 
In it are twenty-four church 
organizations aud seventeen lodges. 
It has been through a boom and re* 
covered, and has the usual social dif- 
ficulties attending a settlement where 
everybody is familiar with his neigh- 
bors* business. This la the extent of 
its charity work. 


Each Thanksgiving Day a t a union 
service In one of the churches Is taken 
a collection for the city mission fund. 
This amounted last year to $34.G0, the 
year preceding to $37. A committee, 
consisting of two members from each 
of half a 
dozen 
leading 
churches, 
works with the city officiais, that none 
of the needy may be missed. 


The principal expenditure is in buy- 
ing Christmas baskets and 
sending 
them to the families of widows or to 
the aged as reminders of the- day. 


'Occasionally some 
Immigrant 
is 
stranded here as he goes with his 
family across country in his white 
covered wagon,'* explained the chair- 
man of the committee. 
"We helped 
two such cases last year. 
Some fam- 
ilies with little children where the 
parents are 111 have been assisted, but 
we have not spent all our money this 
year, nor did we last year." 


"But do not the town and county 
spend something for charity?" 


"Yes, and there is a poor farm, but 
it has only seventeen inmates, all of 
them there because infirm, sick or 
aged. 
It is really a hospital. 
It has 
steam heat and bathrooms, and is 
more a home than a public refuge. 
The city marshal souietlnies takes food 
or coal to families in town, but it is 
when sudden misfortune has visited 
the home and not because of poverty 
in the usual sense of the word," 


This was 
characteristic 
of 
other 
towns In which inquiries were made. 
Many of them had even a better rec- 
ord, not having so many railroads 
and so escaping the trampdom that 
guides its movements by the direction 
of lines of ties. 


The tramp problem, closely allied as 
it is to poverty, exists In the plains 
region as elsewhere. 
While distances 
are expansive and opportunity for se- 
curing work so numerous as to be 
impertinent the 
procession 
of 
abl« 
bodied men loafs along the highways 
and halts in the parks and groves. 


Questioned, most of the members of 
the Guild of the Wandering Foot will 
say they are bound for the "Coast," 
or are "going East to the wife's folks." 
Many towns have ordinances makings 
the giving of alms to strangers an of- 
fence, specifying that beggars shall be 
sent to the city authorities. 


In summer when the farmers are 
begging for help In the harvest it is 
aggravating to see able bodied men 
living their irresponsible life and re- 
fusing $2 a day and board for work 
in the wheat fields. Kansas asks for 
25,000 workers in harvest every sum- 
mer, Nebraska uses 15,000 and the 
Dakotas as many more. 


THE KAISER'S VOICE, 


His Words Preserved on First Perma- 
nent 
Roll In Phonetic 
Archives. 


One of the novelties of the last few 
years Is the establishment of phcoietic 
archives, in which the voices of note- 
worthy persons are to be preserved. 


The first record actually taken for 
such a permanent archive in America 
was that of a European. Through the 
American 
Ambassador 
Charlemagne 
Tower, I applied for a "record of the

The Emperor consented, and the ap- 
paratus was set up in the palace, 
I 
asked for fooir records, one for each 
of the Institutions mentioned and one 
for my own 
scientific investigation. 
The Emperor, however, made 
only 
two records, designating one for Har- 
vard University and the other for 
other purposes. The two records were 
made by a phonograiph (with specially 
selected recorders) on wax cylinders. 
Such cylinders are of no permanent 
value, because they are often injured 
by mold, and sooner or later 
they 
always crack, owing to 
changes 
in 
temperature. 


Prom each original "master record" 
a metal matrix was made by coating 
it with graiiihlte and then galvanopla- 
ting it. The wax master record was 
then removed (being destroyed in the 
process), leaving a mold from which 
"positives"—that is copies of the origi- 
nal—could be cast in a bard shellac 
comiposltion and In 
celluloid. 
Some 
casts were also made in wax, and new 
metal matrices were made from these, 
In this manner the following material 
was obtained: (1) A metal mati'ix and 
positive of Record No. 1, deposited In 
the National Museum at Washington; 
(2) a similar set of ilecord No. 1, de- 
posited in the Congressional Library 
at Washington; (3) a similar set of 
Record No. 2, deposited in 
Harvard 
University;

A Traveling Knife. 


Truly ingenious is the device which 
cleans the pipe lines that carry crude 
petroleum. 
As the oil passes through 
the conduits 
paraffin 
incrusts 
the 
sides of the pipes, and proves a ser- 
ious hindrance to the free passage of 
the oil. 
The device used to remedy 
this evil is a knife about two feet 
in length, with a sharp 
edge, • con- 
structed like the thread of a screw; 
Indeed the knife resembles a huge, 
headless screw. 
It Is slightly small- 
er than the pipe through which it Is 
to pass. 
When the crust of paraffin 
renders 
a cleansing necessary, 
this 
Instrument is inserted 
in the pipe. 
The 
pressure of the stream 
of

drives it forward, revolving

channels clean, 
finally 
dropping into 
the receiving tank.

Postal regulations atul laws r e q u i r e that 
all box rent^ must bo collected at the be- 
ginning of each quarter for the entire quar- 
ter, but no longer. 
Ten days before the 
last day of each quarter postmasters are 
requiied to place a bill bearing the date 
of the last ilay of the quarter in each rent 
ed box. 
If a boxholder fails to renew his 
riyht to his box on or before the last day 
of a quarter the box shall then be closeil 
and offered for rent and the nuUl will 'be 
placed in the general delivery 


Box lent rates have been fixed hereto 
fore uptm no establisiied basis, with the 
result that at certain large posioflioes rates 
are lower ihan at many small oiiices ; that 
t!ie charge for small boxes is in many cas 
es higher than that which should be made 
for huge boxes ; that lents are sometimes 
collected at the same rate for boxes of all 
sizes ; and that at |)ostoilices of like class, 
in the same vicinity, equipped with sin.i- 
lar boxes, rents are co lected at widely 
different rates 
In order to remedy these 
conditimis and to provide a definite aiid 
satisfactory rule for the collection of box 
rents a schedule, based upon the kind and 
capacity of boxes aiul the iiross receipts 
at postoffices, has been adoi^ted and wih 
be strictly aiihered to by the Department 
in the establishment of all box rent raten, 
from and after January 1, 1907.
